3. Claims 1 - 17 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of prior art 
does not show a hybrid-secondary uncluttered permanent magnet machine comprising a 
permanent magnet rotor spaced from the statpr to define a first air gap, and a secondary coil 
spaced fi-om the rotor by a second air gap; wherein the secondary coil is disposed around an axis 
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of rotation for the rotor to allow induction of a slip energy current in the coil without inducing a 
rotational energy current. 

The best prior art of record include Hsu, Chiarenza, and Lee. However, Hsu and Lee does 
not shows the permanent magnet rotor spaces from the stator to define the first air gap while 
Chiarenza shows the first and secondary coils being mounted in the same stator.
